The decision of the board had 
been eagerly awaited by the rail- 
roads in general and the four major 
brotherhoods of railroad trainmen 
for what bearing it might have on 
the controversy between them over 
the Adamson act, in which the eight- 
hour day is a question at issue. 

The decision says that “eight 
hours or less shall constitute a day's 
work,” gives “an increase of 5 cents 
an hour on the present rates of 
pay,” and rules that “overtime shall 
be paid at pro-rata rates,” to be 
computed “on the basis of the ac- 
tual minutes worked.” 

MAXIMUM HOURLY RATE.

ON THE SUMMIT OF HART- 
MANNSWBHILERKOPF (Alsace) 
Nov. 80.—Deep in snow the listen- 
ing posts of the French and Ger- 
mans are within a few yards of each 
oher on the slopes of the Hart- 
mannewellerkopf, with the French 
in possession of the dominating po- 


of the frout has been the quietest 
portion of the line, although the 
opposing troops are in such close 
touch, Sometimes days pass with- 
out a shot being fired, but just on 
the day when thé Associated Press 
correspondent visited the most ad- 
vanced line a daring raid was car- 
ried out by a French detachment. 
The object was to capture a German 
prisoner in order to discover the 
compdsition of the forces in front 
of French positions. The ex- 
ploit was accomplished so well that 
a party of fifteen prisoners was 
brought back and not a man of the 
French detachment was injured. 
The lines of the French and Ger- 
mans on this height are so near to- 
gether that the troops occasionally 
engage in a sharp battie with stones 
intermingled often with hand gren- 
ades, and these encounters are in- 
terapersed by short artillery duels 
which without exception conclude 
by the silencing of the German guns, 
SUMMIT OF MOUNTAIN. | 


The summit of the mountain, in 
the hands of the French since last 
January, has been mentioned prob- 
owing to the flerceneas of the fight- 
ing for its possession. It is not, 
however, considered of prime im- 
portance from a strategic point of 
view, although its ownership per- 
mits the troops in occupation to see 
all the surrounding country. The ef- 
fect of holding it is greater for the 
moral value than from any other 
consideration. 

The correspondent was permitted 
to advance even beyond the front 
French trench and was able to 
etudy at close hand the system of 
defense introduced to meet condi- 
tions quite different from those pre- 
vailing at those sectors of the line 
where the fighting men face each 
other under normal] conditions of 
modern warfare. 

To arrive at the front line on the 
Hartman eilerkopf a climb 
up sharply-winding paths has to be 
undertaken. Mile after mile along 
the edge of steep precipices and 
slopes, sometimes bare and some- 
times covered thickly with pines and 
firs, brings one at last to the zone 
where the armies watch closely gach 
other’s movements. Dotted here and 
there are huts and shacks and bat- 
tery positions so well hidden that 
their presence is not discernible un- 
til pointed out. 

When the danger zone is reached 
the character of the scenery changes. 
Much of the summit is clear of 
trees, which have been either felled 
or shot away. The ground is brok- 
en up by trenches and rocky heaps. 
Scattered about in sheltered posi- 
tions are detachments of troops al- 
ee on the alert. Some portions 

are exposed to direct fire from Ger- 
man batteries on other and lower 
summits of the surrounding hills. 

SNOW COVERS GROUND. 

When the correspondent visited 
the mountain in the last days of 
November snow covered the ground 
to a depth of nearly a foot. He ang 
his companions with sguides—the 
party was made as small as possible 
owing to the risk involved-——made 


their way cau the 
front trench. 
From this the German line could 


easily be distinguished, and stretch- 
ing away for miles on either side 
could be seen the topes of the posts 
supporting a field of barbed wire en- 
tanglements buried partly in snow, 
which in the bright sunshine took 
on a reddish color. 

In spite of the hardships brought 
about by the cold and wind in the 
hills, together with the arduous work 
of making roads and_ bringing up 
supplies over the rocky hilisides, 
many of the officers and men have 
become 80 accustomed to their sur- 
roundings that they decline to be 
relieved and sent to the rear to en- 
joy the rare periods of rest accorded 
to the fighting forces.

He did missionary work at Peking 
from 1862 to 1868 and then became 
president and professor of inter 
national law at Tung Wen Colles ase. 

Wh 
the Imperial University of China 
was founded, he became its frst 
president and. continued as such 
from 1898 to 1900. He was made 
a mandarin of the third class in 
1896 and of the second class in 1898. 
He wrote in English and Chinese.

gross receipts for each car of or- 
anges in the eastern markets is fig- 
ured at $1000. 
at least $200 per car, representing 
the cost of picking, packing 
shipping. This cost may even run 
close to $300 in many instances, but 
many shippers declare that the net 
return to the growers will be nearer 
$800 than $700 per car, and that 
the net price per box, to grower, for 
practically all fruit in the Christ- 
mas pool will be somewhere near 
$1.75, which. means that the average 
acre of oranges, if stripped of fruit 
before the holidays, was worth be- 
tween $300 and $400 to the owner. 
CAR SHORTAGE HELPS. 


The cost of shipping has been re- 
duced materially this year by one 
ot the effects of the war—<car short- 
age. It has been the custom of 
shippers in past years to pack 396 
boxes of oranges or lemons in a 
ear, leaving alleys between the rows 
of boxes in order to provide circu- 
lation of air and in that way cause 
the fruit to keep better. This year, 
however, the railroads could hardly 
supply ears fast enough to fill the 
orders, so it became necessary for 
the shippers to agree upon putting 
462 boxes of fruit in each car. 

Because the fruit was for holiday 
consumption it was not imperative 
that its keeping quality be guaran- 
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and some 
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A general survey of nineteen cit- 


teed for long. so heavy loading of 
cars was possible, shipping expense 
was.less as a consequence, and more 
prompt delivery’ was secured, be- 
cause the railroads were able to 
handle a smaller number of cars 
more quickly than they could have 
handled a greater number. 

HUGE SHIPMENT. 


jes and towns which embrace prac- 
tically all the citrus districts of 
Southern California shows that 
there were 1432 cars of oranges and 
lemons shipped East before Decem- 
ber 22. There were less than sev- 
enty-five cars of lemons in the lot, 
and they brought exceptional prices. 
There were undoubtedly enough 
stray cars sold in the Pacific States 
to make the total 1500 cars for the 
Christmas pool. In that harvest 
there were no less than 693,000 
packed boxes. The entire shipment 
would make up sixty freight trains 
each consisting of twenty-five cars. 
From this gigantic Christmas pool 
of oranges the Redlands district will 
receive the fullest stocking, having 
led all other sections by shipping 
219 carloads. The Riverside-Arling- 
ton district is second with 273 cars 
shipped. The Santa Ana district, 
which includes Santa Ana, Tustin, 
El Modena, Orange, Olive and Villa 
Park, is third with 185 cars. Hemet 
is fourth with 150 carloads. 
Although the independent ship- 
pers are far in the lead in the num- 
ber of cars shipped early, in many

It has been estimated 
that Southern California is produc- 
ing this winter probably 8 per cent. 
more than a normal crop of fruit. 
On that basis it becomes apparent 
that she has 8 per cent, more than 
last year’s production to sell to ap- 
proximately the same number of 
people. By selling 1500 carloads of 
oranges before Christmas the grow- 
ers have placed a good share of 
that 8 per cent. overproduction on 
the tables of the consumers down 
East. The public will get a taste 
of California oranges for Christmas 
and will be keen for more fruit im- 
mediately afterward. 

Two important things enter into 
this. year’s citrus business. Over- 
production and buying power which 
is more than normal. The people 
east of the Rockies are financially 
able this year to purchase more 
fruit than ever before. Now that 
the early shipments have taken care 
of the overproduction by getting it 
before the people at Christmas time, 
the growers have on their hands 
what is considered a normal pro- 
duction to sell to a public which 
has a more than normal purchas- 
ing power. From. this it appears 
that the crop which remains to be 
shipped will be met by an unusually 
strong demand, which should mean 
good prices during the remainder of 
the marketing season. 

Many packing - house managers 
have ventured the assertion that 
the wind-up of the citrus season 
will show an average of $1 per box 
net to the grower. In that case the 
growers will reap the biggest har- 
vest of gold that has ever been 
poured into the Southern California 
citrus belt.

READY TO BOIL. 


Chances are Turned 
on Council Job. 
Grouping of Candidates is 
Believed Probable. 


Women Hope to Lend Another 
Petticoat in “Hall.” 


Under the plan of district repre- 
sentation, it developed yesterday, 
there will be no less than three 
groups of candidates for the City 


Council at the spring primaries. In

The plan is to select a group of 
nine candidates, each representing 
a different section of the city, and 
if they can be elected the bunching 
of Councilmen will be obviated 
Those behind the several movements 
assert that the plan can be worked 
most effectively. For instance, Mr. 
Jones, of the old Eighth Ward, will 


do all within his power for the re- 
maining eight candidates of his 
group and each of them will do 
what they can for Mr. Jones. Backed 
by strong o izations, it is more 
than probable t one of the groups 
can win. 
Whether the present Councilmen 
will enter into such a pact is ques- 
tionable. In fact, the plan would 
serve to eliminate n.ost of them, as 
the majority of the incumbents hail 
from the same district. That is, at 
least seven of the nine Councilmen 
live west of Main street, and it will 
be impossible for all of them to be 
included in the group scheme.

The Art of Lithography. | 
{Chicago News:] The first suc- 
cessful example of the lithographic 
art was produced 120 years ago by 
Aloys Senefelder, a Bavarian, who 
produced a piece of music printed 
by this process, an exchange ob- 
serves. Senefelder was a composer, 
but he was too poor to bear the cost 
of -having his works published. He 
then began to experiment with the 
hope of discovering some cheap 
method by which he could do the 
printing himself. The lithographic 
process was suggested to him by his 
having made for his mother a mem- 
orandum of clothes to be sent to 
the washerwoman. He carelessly 
wrote this memorandum on a slab 
of stone, intending to copy it. As 
the stone lay: before him he thought 
of trying the effect of applying 
printer’s ink to the lines and thus 
take an impression. The experiment 
led to others, and in 1796 -Sene- 
felder produced a piece of music 
from lines drawn in slight relief on 
a slab of stone. The inventor ob- 
tained a patent for his process in

AYOR WOODMAN will be a

Mayor Woodman is not a poll- 
ticilan. He admits it and is proud of 
the fact. He abhors politics and 
says if the success of his office de- 
pended upon it he would gracefully 
withdraw and leave the office to a 
man who has studied the great na- 
tional game, 

The Mayor has original ideas as 
to how the affairs of a municipality 
should be operated. He looks upon 
a city as a giant corporation and 
thinks the same judgment should be 
exercised in the selection of men to 
run it as corporations employ. 

ON BUSINESS BASIS. 

“There is a wonderful future for 
this fast-growing city,” the Mayor 
said. “I would like to see the time 
when Los Angeles is operated upon 
a firm business platform. I have 
my ideas upon the subject and am 
willing to remain at the city’s head 
until they have been worked out, 
oroviding the people want me.

MORE GOB 


OBBLERS THAN 
EVER TO BE GOBBLED. 


ITH the feeling that they have 

a right to be extravagant, and 

very extravagant at that, on 
one day in the year, Los Angeles 
folk, regardless of the high cost of 
living, will consume 160,000 pounds 
of turkey and 75,000 quarts of cran- 
berries at their Christmas dinners 
tomorrow. 
"These figures show that at least 30 
per cent. more of the great national 
bird will be consumed here Christ- 
mas Day this year than was eaten 
last year, although turkeys are sell- 
ing for 35 cents a pound this year, 
against 33 cents last year. 

This extra sale of gobblers has left 
the turkey market bare, according 
to dealers, and if there are to be any 
turkeys included in summer dinner 


menus the birds will have to come 
from the East. Not a turkey has 
been left, they say. 

People stop buying beef and stop 
buying rabbits, chickens and eggs be- 
cause they are too high, but Christ- 
mas is one time in the year when 
they demand their turkey, no matter 
what the price. ; 

Last year the housewife paid 2 
cents a pound less for her turkey 
than she has had to pay this year,

MEXICAN POW-WOW. 


SEES NO GOOD IN ATDANTIC 
CONFERENCE, 


Pasadenan Who Says He Engi- 
neered Recognition of nza 
Now Declares Cabrera 

Seeks Nothing but Money from 
America, and Won't Get It. 


Richard H. Cole of Pasadena, who 
says he engineered the recognition 
of Carranza by the Ugpited States” 
government, has just returned from 
New York, where he got at the real 
“inwardness”’ of the Mexican-Amer- 
ican conference at Atlantic City. 

He saw Luis Cabrera a number of 
times and came back well posted as 
to the events likely to follow the 
The following  state- 
ment by Mr. Cole gives the conclu- 
sions to which he came as @ result 
of his investigations: 

Luis Cabrera’s treachery will 
prove the downfall of the Carranza 
government, 

It is whispered about in the inner 
circles of Washington and New York 
that Cabrera does not plan to return 
to Mexico. 

The discussion of boundary prob- 
lems at Atlantic City is and has 
been only a pretext; Cabrera and 
his fellows are desperate for money. 
The game below the border has been 
played to a finish. 

President Wilsen and Secretary 
Lane have been imposed upon by 
the Mexican commission, but have 
not been blind to this fact. Only 
the complex nature of the Mexican 
situation, taken in connection with 
other pressing foreign problems, has 
kept Washington from moving very 
definitely against the Cabrera ring. 

Talk of lending $100,00C,000 of 
American gold to Cabrera et al. is 
a joke. In the last six weeks I have 
had it first-hand from New York's 
biggest bankers that this crowd will 
not get a penny. : 

A Dillion dollars will be required 
to clear up Mexico’s present obli- 
gations, to say nothing of rehabili- 
tating the country, and under pres- 
ent conditions this country cannot 
afford to guarantee a single dollar 
of this great debt, and will not. — 

Gen. Carranza is an honest man, 
but helpless because of those sur- 
rounding him and representing him. 

What Mexico needs first, before 
money, is brains and patriotism. 
The brains of Mexico are in exile 
and until they are back again, that 
foundation of confidence on which 
alone national credit can be estab- 
lished, there will not be a cent of 
money or credit given the republic 
by this country. 

Cabrera and his fellow-commis- 
sioners have dragged the Atlantic 
City conference along with only one 
end in view-——-to get money into the 
depleted national treasury. If they 
should prove successful, I am confi- 
dent the reign of Gen. Carranza 
would be ended within a month. 
My association with the First Chief 
over a long period of years has 
been such as to make me intimately 
acquainted with the men grouped 
about him. 

Not one, but a half-dozen, of New 
York’s most powerful bankers told 
me less than three weeks agosthat it 
would take a national guarantee on 
the part of the United States gov- 
ernment of such a loan to get any 
one of them to even consider a prop- 
osition to hand over to such as Ca-

Christmas Day is one of deep de- 
votion for all Russians. A proces- 
sion of priests passes along the 
streets to the church, holding ikons.

greetings are exchanged, which 
sound more appropriate to Easter. 
“Man pasa ke” (“Christ has ascend- 
ed”) is the greeting equivalent to 
“Merry. Christmas,” and the 
sponse its “Garij’ (“That is well.’’) 

SERBIAN CELEBRATION. 

In the war-torn country of Serbia 
there will be little rejoicing for 
Christmas this year, but the Serbs 
‘who are in this country will cele- 
brate the feast with their own pe- 
culiar customs, half Christian and 
half pagan. Belonging to the Greek 
orthodox church, their celebration 
takes place on January the 7th, but 


| in the Serbian colony in Los An- 
geles the English date will be ob-'| 
served. The main part of the Ser- 
bian festivities is the cutting and 
burning of the Yule logs, which are 
brought in with great ceremony. 
The girls of the house decorate the 
oak logs with ribbons and paper 
flowers, and when they are deposit- 
ed in the fireplace the master of the 


“Ralkée,”” the Serbian plum brandy, 
and wishes Christmas “Dober dan” 
(“Good day.”’) While the log burns 
all the family sit before the fire, and 
some one plays the “gusla,”’ the 
curious one-stringed Serbian fiddle.

A 
generous feast is set out, which is 
eaten with a great deal of ceremony.

baked especially at Christmas time, 
and divides it into two pieces by 
breaking it over his head. He keeps 
one share and gives the other to 
the mother of the house, who sub- 
divides her part, and passes on one 
piece. The bread is broken by all 
present and dipped into wine. A 
Christmas “kolatch,” or cake, is

water filing and a canal started in- 
land. This water system was quick- 
ly put in shape for service and 
planting operations were begun. 

A thousand acres was put into 
vineyard and general crops, and 
droves of cattle were brought across 
the river from Arizona and turned 
loose in large irrigated fields. Larger 
plans were shaping when Mr. Cal- 
loway met his death at the hands 
of a drunken Indian. Stirring times 
followed, troops being called to sup- 
press a threatened uprising of the 
natives after the arrest of me, mur- 


The development work on the 
ranch went on under the general | 
direction of C. B. Irish, who had 
been Mr. Calloway’s principal as- 
sistant and who is today a Los An- 
geles business man. Within a short 
time, however, Mr. Blythe, himself 
died. Then began a series of end, 
less and counter-suits among 
claimants to the property. These ac- 
tions not only put a stop to work 
on the ranch itself, but effectually 
prevented settlers from filing on 
the nearby lands, the litigation in- 
volving the question of right to all 
the enormous flow of water for 
which the intake had been con- 
structed. 

The Blythe case, one of the most 
famous in California's legal annals, 
did not come to final settlement un- 
til 1904, by which time much of the 
land originally cleared and devel- 
oped had again been covered with 
mesquite, greasewood and palo verde 
trees. Two years later the 40,000 
agrees comprising the ranch, was 
bought by the Palo Verde Land and 
Water Company. 

SETTLERS COME. 

As soon as the twenty years of 
itigation was ended, settlers began 
filing on outiving lands and in the 
latter part of 1906 the Palo Verde 
Mutual Water Company was organ- 
ized by the new owners of the ranch 
and these newcomers. Then began 
the .extension of the water system, 
which has been constantly added to 
until the present day, and which 
is soon to be enlarged to make pos- 
sible the trrigation of the whole val- 
ley. To date 165 miles of main 
canals have been constructed, the 
system as it stands representing 
investment of around $1,000,009. 
Various plans are now being 
sidereq also for getting water on 
the rich soll of the Palo Verde 
Mesa, which stretches along the 
western edge of the valley. The 
plan most favored at this time ap- 
pears to be one for pumping water 
from the main valley canal to the 
higher level. 

The Palo Verde Land and Water 
Company began in 1908 the subdi- 
division and sale of its ranch holding. 
By 1915, about 28,000 acres of the 
Blythe Rancho had been disposed of 
to various purchasers, and early last 
year the California Southern Realty 
Company bought the remaining 12,- 
600 acres. This, too, has been prac- 
tically all sold. 

Including the former ranch lands 
under cultivation and the outside 
lands proved up by settlers and put 
in crops, there are now declared to 
be 25,000 producing acres in the 
Palo Verde Valley. Approximately 
20,000 acres additional, according to 
the estimate of engineers, is now 
within the scope of the present irri- 
gation facilities. The valley as a 
whole boasts 100,000 acres capable 
of development under the system as 
it will be when completed. 

The town of Blythe, which its the 
present terminus of the newly-built 
California Southern Rallway, was 
established six years ago. The popu- 
lation of the place at this time is 
declared to be in the neighborhood 
of 1000, there being about 4000 per- 
sons in the valley, according to the 
local statisticians. Biythe has sev- 
eral stores, two newspapers. a bank, 
a grade school, a high school, two 
churches, two lumber yards, two ga- 

. two cotton gins, a cottonseed 
ofl mill, two motion picture theaters, 
a soda works and a hotel. 

A new townsite known as Fertilla 
is now being Ini4 out in the northern 
part of the valley near the old Blythe 
ranch-house, five miles north of 
Blythe. Two general stofes are to 
be started at once tn Fertilla, and 
among the improvements now being 
planned are a cotton gin, a school 
and a number of homes. 

Such, in brief, ia the history of the 
southeastern California valiey that 
is now coming so rapidly into its 
own. The greatest single event in 
the annals of the district, of course, 
was the completion of the forty- 
two-mile railroad from Blythe Juno- 
tion on the Santa Fe to the town of 
Biythe, in August of the present 
year.

The decision was the re- 
sult of the arrest of F. G. Kane of 
New York for operating a car in 
New Jersey without registering his 
ear there. The case was based on 
the violation of three provisions of 
the New Jersey law.

HERE is one side of the auto-

prospects to drive the car when out 
on demonstrations, as many acci- 
dents, both large and small, could 
thus be avoided.

[London Letter in Baltimore 
American:] Foghorn McDonald ad- 
mits he's as Scotch as oatmeal, but 
what he doesn’t have to admit is 
that he is beyond doubt the best- 
known man in the wonderful big 
army Canada has sent over to fight 
for the mother country. Gen. Sir 
Sam Hughes, Canadian Minister of 
Militia and Defense, is not jealous 
of Foghorn's distinction. The raw- 
est rookie in the rearmost ranks of 
the dominion forces proclaims it on 


the fighting line, and looks up to this 
world-wandering scion of the clan 
McDonald as a shining example of 
what a lowly buck can do in trying 
times like these. 

For Foghorn came over as a pri- 
vate himself just two short years 
azo. Some of his home folks told 
him he was a darned old fool to en- 
list at 563. But Foghorn had been a 
miner all his days. He had hit the 
western trail from sun-baked Bato- 
pilas in the wilds of Mexico to the 
snow-bound valleys of the Yukon, 
and he knew what perseverance and 
courage and sacrifice could do.

In the days of 
the deathly deadlock, when trenches 
crept closer and closer together, he 
was one of those who burrowed be- 
neath the rth and set off great 
mines under the enemy. He had not 
been a mining engineer in Vain. 
Often his voice would go booming 
across “no man's land’ hurling pic- 
turesque invective at the Germans.

The Innocent Rhymes Too Much for 
Louisiana Educational Board. 


Education has presented in banning 
a primary school reader because is 
contained a ‘perfectly scandalous” 
collection of “Mother Goose” rhymes 
for the delectation of very small 
scholars will be thoroughly enjoyed 
by every one who ever read those 
same rhymes, not only In this coun- 
try. but in every land where the Eng- 
lish language is spoken. Certainly, 
none without blinding prejudices or 
a dyspsptic grouch can hope to ap- 
preciate thelr viewpoint. 

The board includes in its mem- 
bership the Governor of the State 
and a number of men whose title of 
professor would indicate that by 
their very training and work they 
were in sympathy with the ideals 
and delights of chfldhood. One would 
have thought that rather than ban 
a single rhyme of “Mother Goose” 
they would have been glad to in- 
corporate every one of those pleas- 
ant tongue twisters and alliterative 


jingles in the curriculum of the 
kindergarten and the primary 
grades. 


Certainly, there are few persons in 
the country today who have not 
learned the innocent. Httle nursery 
rhymes at their motif€r's knee or in 
school, and many remember them 
throughout their lifetime. : 

Of course thev are absurd, Their 
charm rests largely in the fact that 
they are absurd. 

But on top of that the Louisiana 
Bechool Board performs a feat of 
mental gymnastics and takes the 
absurdities seriously, charging that 
they belittle “that class which the 
city folk sneertngly refer to as rubes 
and hayseeds.” 

And the unassuming cause of all 
this discussion and dissention seems 
to be the couplet: 


“A gentleman rides gollopy-trot, 
And a farmer rides hobbie-de-hoy.” 


Probably the members of the 
school board tin their excessive dig- 
nity and ponderous knowledge have 
discarded iong since those rhymes 
they learned at their mother’s knee, 
knew and loved in the earliest days 
of their childhood:

Chinese Albumen. 

[Argonaut:] Vast quantities of 
Es are purchased by albumen fac- 
tories at Hankow, China, standing 
contracts being made with the na- 
tives wherever possible. Upon the 
arrival of the eggs at the. factory 
they are subjected to a candle test, 
then washed and brought into the 
breaking-room where the yolks and 
whites are separated. The liquid al- 
burmen ts then allowed to ferment 
for two or three days, during which 
time the clear liquid settles to the 
bottom of the barrels and is drawn 
off into pails by means of a stopcock. 
During the process of fermentation 
the acidity of the albumen becomes 
rather high, and in order to neu- 
tralize this an alkaline substance, 
usually ammonia, is added until lit- 
mus gives the alkaline test. The 
final stage in the conversion process 
is the drying of the albumen in 
shallow metal pans previously coated 
with vaseline, which takes place in 
steam-heated rooms ranging in tem- 
perature from 130 to 140 dex. 
Fahrenheit. When completely dry 
the albumen its packed in wooden 
boxes lined with metal, zinc being 
| used as a rule, ready for shipment.

AUTOMOBILE BANDITS. 


Dangerous Lawlessness May Require 
Creation of State Constabelary. 
{Chicago Journal:] About the 

most dangerous form of lawlessness 

cenfronting American cities today is 
automobile banditism. In spite of 
all the daring exploite which have 
been perpetrated in this line, the 

Journal does not believe that the 

full possibilities of the motor car 

an instrument of crime 
exploited by the powers that prey: 

Obviously, this paper will not ex- 

plain the reason for its belief, and 

thereby take the chance of giving a 

hint to criminals; but it does urge 

society to adopt better safeguards 
against this new land piracy. 

One improvement that could be 
put in force at once is to restrict the 
issuance of licenses to chauffeurs. 
The moral] qualifications of a candi- 
date for license should be inspected 
most carefully, and conviction of 
crime should bar him, automatically 
and forever, from the privilege of 
driving a car. Of course, the bandit 
who was at large and knew how to 
drive would not wait for a license, 
but doing without one would add te 
his risks. 

It is quite probable that motor bri- 
gandage will force every State to 
adopt a State Constabulary. Clear- 
ly, the lecal police are handicapped 
when dealing with criminals who 
can dodge from town to town at 
fifty miles per hour. A State force, 
organized on the lines of the Cana- 
dian mounted police, would be in 
much better shape to deal with this 
evil, and co-operation between the 
constabulary of Illinols and Indiana, 
for example, would be simpler and 
easier than between the Sheriff of a 
county on one side of the line with 
the police of a city on the other. 

Whatever the means employed, so- 
Clety need: to recoghize and deal 
with aute banditism. It is the most
